I.  Immediately  after  the  receipt  of  this  order,  and  on  the  last  day 
of  each  month,  Commanding  Officers  of  Divisions,  Posts  and  seperate 
Camps,  wiUfurnish  this  office  with  returns  of  the  strength  of  their 
commands,  .^inth  the  names  of  all  Commissioned  officers  belonging 
thereto. 

II.  In  like  maimer  the  Senior  Quartermaster,  Commissary  and 
Medical  Officer  attached  to  each  Division,  Post  and  seperate  Camp, 
will  furnish  monthly  ret  urns  of  all  property,  and  of  all  persons  employed 
in  their  departments  to  the  Chiefs  of  iheir  respective  departments  at 
Memphis,  Tenn.  The  Surgeons  of  Regiments  will  also  make  monthly 
rei  urns  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  embracing  also  the  numerical  strength 
of  the  Command  and  the  number  of  Surgeons  and  Assistant  Surgeons 
on  duty  with  the  Regiments,  to  the  Medical  Director  at  Memphis,  Tenn. 

III.  When  the  sick  are  sent  to  the  General  Hospital,  their  descrip- 
tive and  pay  rolls  should  be  sent  with  them,  to  the  Surgeon  in  charge 
of  the  Hospital.  The  sick  are  not  to  be  moved  r0  the  General  Hospital 
unless  in  the  opinion  of  the  attending  Surgeon,  they  are  able  to  beai 
the  fatigue  of  the  journey:  and,  whenever  practicable,  a  medical 
officer  should  accompany  the  sick  to  the  General  Hospital  at  Memphis, 
Tennessee.
